It remains doubtful that Israel will 
receive everything it requests — 
Israeli aid requests are never fully 
met — but the president assured the 
Israeli leaders that the U.S. will be 
“most generous, 

A supplemental budget request for 
aid to Israel and Egypt during the 
current fiscal year probably will be 
made in January, shortly after the 
new congress convenes. Congress 
must approve separate authoriza- 
tion and appropriations bills before 
the funds can be allocated. In addi- 
tion to the aid sought for Israe) and 
Egypt in this request, both countries 
will also be included tn the normal 
world-wide foreign aid programme 
during the next fiscal year. That 
proposal is' scheduled to be in- 
troduced early next year. 

Israel received $2.2b. from the 
U.S. shortly after the Yom Kippur 
War as part of a supplemental 
budget request. That money was 
also in addition to the aid for Israel] 
included in the world-wide foreign 
assistance programme during that 
fiscal year.

Second Temple days has been found 
lying in the ruins at the foot of the 
Temple Mount, Prof. Binyamin 
Mazar revealed last week. 

Mazar, who led the archaeological 
excavations in the area, showed a 
slide of the stone at the annual con- 
vention of the Israel Exploration 
Society. 

The stone was part of an apse at 
the eastern end of the basilica which 
ran along the southern end of the 
Temple Mount. Such bastlicas in the 
Roman world, said Mazar, contained 
a large hall for public assembly, 
commerce and trials. The court 
rooms were usually at one end of the 
rectangular structure. 

The apse in the Jerusalem 
basillea, sald Mazar, was large 
enough to hold 70 men, the number 
comprising the Sanhedrin. He said 
the stone which had been found con- 


| tained part of a Hebrew inscription. : 
but he did not reveal its contents. 


The veteran archaeologist is now 
working on publication of his finds.

Dayan, Weizman flying 
home for consultations

WASHINGTON. — Foreign Minister 
Moshe Dayan and Defence Minister 
Ezer Weizman, concerned over 
growing rumblings from the Israel 
cabinet over their negotiating tactics 
at the now recessed Blair House 
peace treaty conference, will be 
seeking a vote of confidence from 
prime minister Menahem Begin and 
the cabinet during their stay in 
Jerusalem. 

Both Dayan and Weizman believe 
that they could successfully iron out 
the negotiating differences with 
their Egyptian counterparts at the 
talks in Washington. even though the 
Egyptians have introduced some dis- 
turbing elements during the first 
week of the conference. 

But the Israeli negotiators fear 


-that the cabinet in Jerusalem might 


overrule any decision reached in 
Washington. 

Dayan and Weizman, who were 
scheduled to leave the U.S. last night 
{after midnight Israel time) to 
return home for the consultations, 
appear to be coming to the conclu- 
sion that the only way the remaining 
unresolved issues in the negotiations 
‘will be worked out will be through 
another round of direct talks 
between U.S. President Jimmy 
Carter, Prime Minister Begin and 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat. 

The Israeli negotiators are not so 
much worried about the ability of 
their Egyptian counterparts to 
demonstrate enough flexibility in the 
talks, as by their own mandate to 
draft the final language for the trea- 


ty. 

American officials are also blam- 
ing “domestic politics" in Israel for 
many of the current problems facing 
the Blair House negotiators. 

The Americans concede that the 
Egyptian position taken during the 
first week on several key matters 
has served to strengthen the stance 
of the Israeli hardliners in the 
cabinet, but they appear to be more 
worried over the ‘‘disturbing"’ 
statements coming from Jerusalem. 

Assuming that the cabinet sessions 
go well tomorrow night and Tues- 
day, Dayan and Weizman could he

Osama el Baz, the number three 
man in the Egyptian delegation, flew 
to London on Friday to brief Vice- 
president Hosni Mubarak, now on a 
visit to Europe. Mubarak is expected 
to return to Cairo to report to Sadat. 

Israeli officials here are pleased 
that Carter has agreed to step up his 
personal involvement in the 
negotiations: They feel that it was a 
mistake for Carter to have remained 
outside the talks during most of the 
first week. His involvement, the of- 
ficials believe, automatically 
promotes the atmosphere among the 
negotiating teams. 

Carter had four unscheduled 
sessions with the Israeli and Egyp- 
tian delegations on Friday and 
yesterday. 

First, he met with the Israeli 
delegation in the afternoon, followed 
by a separate session with the Egyp- 
tians. Later on Friday evening, 
Dayan and Weizman returned to the 
White House for yet another meeting 
with the president. Yesterday mor- 
ning the president invited Defence 
Minister Hassan Kamal Ali and Ac- 
ting Foreign Minister Boutros Ghali 
back to the White House, before he 
left on a campaign tour to Kansas. 

Yesterday morning, the Israeli 
and Egyptian delegations met for 
more than four hours at the hotel 
reviewing — together with U.S. 
Ambaasador-at-large Alfred Ather- 
ton — the second U.S. revised peace 
treaty draft, introduced last Thurs- 
day evening. ἡ 

Everyone here wants to play down 
the “crisis’’ element of the recessed . 
talks. The White House issued a - 
short statement trying to make the 
Israeli decision to return to 
Jerusalem sound routine. 

One positive development on Fri- 
day was the Egyptian decision to 
drop an earlier demand that a five- 
year ‘“‘review"’ period be Inserted 
into the treaty, thereby explicitly 
linking the Sinai negotiations to 
those on the West Bank and Gaza 
Strip. The treaty now will be open- 
ended and “eternal.” 

But the two major snags still un- 
resolved remain the same: The 
timetable for the normalization of 
relations between Cairo and 
Jerusalem and the Egyptian (and 
U.S.) demand that some reference to 
broader issues in the Arab-Israeli - 
conflict, including the future of the 
West Bank and Gaza, be included in | 
the preamble to the treaty. Weizman 
and Deyan have been instructed ta 
reject this demand. 

The Israeli cabinet fs also resisting 
an earlier agreed compromise in- 
volving another exchange of Israeli 
and Egyptian letters spelling out a 
willingness to seek ‘‘progress'’ on 
the establishment of the West Bank 
and Gaza self-governing authority.

“Full partnership" was the key word 
used to denote high-level U.S. in- 
volvement in the negotiations 
between Israel and Egypt. 

Saunders also told the leaders 
about his recent meetings in Arab 
capitals. He said that the Saudis 
would agree to any settlement on the 
West Bank that would be acceptable 
to the Palestinians and Jordan. It is 
not clear yet whether King Hussein 
would accept the American invita- 
tion to ‘visit Washington soon, he 
said. The king recently received a 
list of U.S. answers to questions he 
posed on the details of the Camp 
David accords. These answers would 
be published soon, Saunders said. 

Among the people who met 
Saunders on Friday evening were 
Hikmat al-Masri, a former speaker 
of the Jordanian Parliament, from 
Nablus, Aziz Shehadeh of Ramallah, 
Bethlehem Mayor Ellas Freij, 
Mahmoud Abu Zalaf, editor of the 
East Jerusalem daily “Al-Kuds", 
Faiz Abed ἘΠ Nur, a member of the 
East Jerusalem chamber of com- 
merce, and Gaza Mayor Rashad 
Shawwa. 

Interviewed on Israel Radio, Freij 
said the participants “‘discussed all 
aspects of the situation and we told 
him (Saunders) the representative 
of the Palestinian people is the 
Palestine Liberation Organization."’ 

Freij said he was ‘‘satisfied with 
the explanations and sincerity’ of 
Saunders. But he said he saw only 
“stagnation” ahead, since the U.S. 
and Israel would not negotiate with 
the PLO, while Jordan and local 
Palestinians would not join the 
process set up at Camp David. 

Shawwa himself waa the central 
speaker in another meeting organiz- 
ed yesterday in Gaza to drum up op+ 
position to the Camp David accords. 
Speakers at the meeting declared 
that the accords are merely 8 means 
of iegitimizing the Israeli occupa- 
tion, and that they do not answer the 
Palestinians’ minimal demands.

Israelis marrying less— 
but having more babies

Marriage is a good thing — every 
family should have at least one. 

That used to be a funny wisecrack. 
But in the Israel of 1978 it isn't funny 
anymore. : 

“A strange trend has begun 
emerging in our demographic 
calculations," Moshe Sicron, the 
Fovernment statistician, told The 
Jerusalem Post. “I am_ neither 
philosopher nor sociologist. My job is 
to record figures and trends. Yet, I 
cannot help but wonder if the con- 
cept of the family unit has not begun 
to wobble — and right here in the 
world's only Jewish state. " 

‘What has set Sieron wondering 15 a 
bizarre statistical paradox that has 
struck the Jewish population of 
Israel. Though the country's popula- 
tion is growing, the number of 
marriages is dropping — and fast. 

And contrary to demographic 
norms, the divorce rate is not drop- 
Pig along with the -charriage rate. 
Divorces are incréasing. 


Yet. the population keeps growing, 
giving rise to feara that out-of- 
wedlock births — or at Jeast concep- 
tions— may be a more frequent 
phenomenon than popularly believ- 
ed 


“The chuppa (wedding canopy) 
began collapsing in 1976," says 
Sicron. ‘Until that year, the annual 
number of marriages among Israeli 
Jews had been about 28,600. 

“But in 1976 Jt suddenly fell to 25,- 
800, a ten per cent decrease in the ab- 
solute numbers. In 1877, the number 
of marriages alipped again, to 25,400. 
And, based on records so far this 
year, the estimate is for between 24,- 
000 and 24,500 marriages among 
Jews in 1978. 

“And all this is happening at a 
thme when Israel's Jewish popula- 
tlon is growing by five to six per cen’ 
annually," Sicron said. « 

Immigration is no longer a factor 
influencing the country's Jewish 
population, according to the 
statisticians. This {s because {im- 


migration barely hits the 20,000 


‘mark annually, and is offset by 


emigration, 

So, if the Jewish birth rate 
remains steady even as fertility does 
not Increase among Jewish women, 
and marriages decline — ‘some 
observers could logically conclude 
that today, more than ever before, 
Jewish Israeli men and women are 
living together in frameworks other 
than marriage."’ according to 
Sicron. 

As for a possible correlation 
between the marriage and birth 
rates, Sicron explains that ‘from a 
statistical viewpoint we can learn lit- 
tle. since a bride is never asked 
whether she is pregnant as she takes 
the vows." 

Israel‘s annual divorce rate in the 
seventies, through 1975, had stood at 
0.2 per thousand population. This 
rate should have dropped. 
Nevertheless, it rose to one per thou- 
sand in 1976, and to 1.1 per thousand 
last year. This year it is expected to 
continue its upward trend. 

“Marriages and divorces usually 
move together,” Sicron stated. “But 
this has changed now.”" 

The trend away from marriage 
could be due to economics, Sicron 
believes. With housing prices 
skyrocketing, the dream of a home 
of their own often becomes so un- 
realistic that a young couple may 
conveniently ‘'forget'’ about 
marriage. 

Sicron's investigators find that the 
marriage fallout has not been 
limited to specific groups. ‘'The 
downtrend is seen in all age groups 
and in different places throughout 
the country. But there are slight 
variations here and there," he says. 

“While marriages are down by 18 
per cent since 1975 in Haifa, they are 
down only 17 per cent in Tel Aviv and 
11 per cent in Jerusalem. The 
narrowest decrease haz been in the 
kibbutzim — only 10 per cent. 

“It could be that kibbutz grooms 
feel more secure about having ἃ 
home to live in — so they are not 20 
shy about marriage," Sicron said.

Qantas had said it was operating 
under a Syrian law which forbids 
Jewish passengers to enter Syrian 
airspace. Syria, however, repealed 
that law about a month ago. but 
neglected to inform the International 
Air Transport Association (IATA) of 
the change.

According to Zambian govern- 
ment sources, Rhodesian jet fighter 
planes backed by helicopter-borne 
> troops attacked three guerrilla bases 
. in Zambia on Thursday and Friday. 

In Salisbury, a military com- 

munique yesterday confirmed that 
~ Rhodesian troops had carried out air 
and ground strikes against 12 black 
guerrilla bases in Zambia, possibly 
. killing more than 1,500 people in that 
country. The communique aJso said 

Rhodesian forces struck several 

bases in Mozambique but did not say 

how many nor did it give an estimate 
of the casualties inflicted. 

The strikes followed the attack on 
Thursday on a base of Joshua 
Nkomo's Zapu \Zimbabwe African 
Peoples Union) army. 20 kilometres 
north of the Zambian capital, where 
226 men died and more than 600 were 
wounded. iz 

After the raids, Nkomo held a 
press conference in Lusaka to 
denounce both the Rhodesian at- 
tacks and the Anglo-American 
proposed conference. ‘‘All-party 

_tonferehce? All-party nonsense. 

Forget the whole damn _ all-party 

conference...we shall get that coun- 

try by force."" he declared. 

But a senior U.S. official reacted to 
Nkomo's charges by saying, ‘The 
impulse toward talics on all sides is 
stil! sufficient to justify the hope an 
all-parties conference can be con- 
vened,” 

Rhodesian Prime Minister fan 
Smith and the other members of the 


hbi-racial Salisbury executive council 
formally endorsed the five-point 
Anglo-American peace conference 
proposal. They left Washington on 
Friday after a two-week U.S. tour as 
guests of the American Security 
Council, a conservative think-tank. 

“The members of the Rhodesian 
executive council] confirmed their 
willingness to attend a well-prepared. 
all-parties conference without 
preconditions,” said a joint Anglo- 
American statement issued by the 
State Department after a meeting 
between the Salisbury group and 
U.S. and British officials. 

“The British and American 
governmenta now plan to hold dis- 
cussions with other parties before 
proceeding further,” the statement 
added. : 

Friday's announcement said 
Smith's group had agreed the con- 
ference would address itself to the 
following five principles for organiz- 
ing ἃ peaceful transfer to a majority- 
ruled independent Zimbabwe 
(Rhodesia); provisions for the 
holding of free and fair elections; 
arrangements for a cease-fire; a 
transition administration; the for- 
matiou of armed forces to serve the 
independence government; and 
basic principles to be included in an 
independence constitution, including 
guarantees of civil rights. 

While confirming his group's 
acceptance of these five points, 
Smith also warned that raids such as 
those of last week — in which he gaid 
Cubans were killed in Zambia — 
would continue unless the fighting 


“The crux of the matter,'’ Smith 
said, ‘ia that we believe the time has 
come to call a halt to the terrorism. 


It's no use people complaining to us 
about raids such as this when they 


can join us in calling an end to the 
fighting. If the fighting goes on, the 
ratds go on.” 

But a furious Nkomo told his press 
conference in Lusaka on Friday that 
“we don't talk to murderers. You 
can forget about the whole damned 
business."" ξ 

The guerrilla Patriotic Front — 
led jointly by Nkomo and Robert 
Mugabe — is engaged in an all-out 
guerrilla war against Rhodesian 
government forces in an effort to seize 
power in Salisbury. Nkomo's bases 
are in Zambia, while Mugabe's 
forces Infiltrate Rhodesia trom 
Mozambique. . 

The Zapu base hit by Rhodesian 
Planes last Thursday, in what was 
described ad its biggest raid ever 
into Zambia. was Nkomo’s ‘head- 
quarters, according to the 
Rhodesians.

Lusaka home yesterday, Nkomo 
said the Rhodesian attacks were con-

“Thelr aggression is continuing," 
he said, ‘‘They have since Thursday 
been violating Zambian territory to 
destroy our forces.'’ 

In addition to Thursday's big raid, 
Zambian sources said that Rhode- 
sian forces also destroyed camps at 
Mkushu, 240 km. from northern 
copper mining towns near the Zaire 
frontier, and at Rufunsa, 224 km. 
west of Lusaka. It was not clear 
whether these camps were also ut- 
tacked on Thursday or if one of them 
was struck on Friday. 

No official casualty figures were 
given but the sources said the death 
toll ran into the hundreds. In the 
Mkushu and Rufunsa attacks, troops 
were landed after fighter bombers 
had bombed and strafed the camps. 


Shah cancels U.S. warplanes deal

WASHINGTON, — Political turmoil 
and economic problems in Iran have 
forced the Shah to cancel his plans to 
purchase 70 additional Grumman F- 
14 aircraft and other sophisticated 
weapons, according to high-level 

Carter administration officials. 

The Iranian government notified 
the American embaasy in Teheran 
last week that it was planning to shift 
billions of dollars from its military 
, budget to social programmes, to try 
to meet demands for higher wages 
‘and better living conditions. 

As a regult, Shah Reza Pahlevi has 
_decided not to move ahead this year 
with his requesta for the F-14s — the 
‘Tranians have already purchased 80 
of the sophisticated jets at a cost of 
: almost $2b. — or for another 140 F- 
105 produced by the General 
Dynamics Corporation. 

The announcement comes one 
- week before U.S. Deputy Secretary 
of Defence Charles Duncan is to 
‘ arrive in Teheran for talks about the 
Shah's military programme. 
Originally Duncan was to tell the 
Shah that the Carter administration 
iwas prepared to approve the 
purchase of F-143. But administra-

tion officials say that now Duncan 
will only confer in ἃ general way 
about Iran's future defence needs. 

Although the Carter administra- 
tion has established a ceiling on 
arms sales, the State Department of- 
ficial sald that since the F-14 sale 
was the Shah's top priority, it 
probably would have been approved 
within this fiscal year. 

Privately, however, American of- 
ficlals said they agreed with the 
Shah's decision to slow his arms- 
purchase programme, especially 
since the protests. 

The Shah has tried to quell the 
protests by giving in to some of the 
demands, including the formation of 
anew cabinet that includes 
representatives of the dissident 
groups, and large pay rises to 
government workers. But the 
protests, which began about a year 
ago. have not abated. 

The situation has been so serious 
that some U.S. officials considered 
cancelling Duncan's trip, feeling 
that the Shah should not be talking 
about further arma purchases at this 
time, But administration officials 
said they feared if they canceled the 
trip, it might appear the U.S. was 
withdrawing support from the Shah.

Column climbers 
enthrall Londoners 


LONDON (AP). — Two men 
protesting foreign investment in 
South Africa brought central London 
to a morning rush hour standstill on 
Friday as they scaled Nelson's 
Column, a 55-metre-high granite 
monument to the hero of the Battle of 
Trafaigar. 

After unfurling a banner 
protesting investment of British and 
foreign money in white-supremacist 
South Africa, the climbers lounged 
at Nelson's stone feet with curious 
Pigeons for companions. 

They waved to spectators who 
thronged Trafalgar Square to 
applaud, take pictures and gape at 
the startling sight which touched off 
an hour-long. traffic jam. 

About four hours after they began 
their climb, the protestors made a 
rapid deacent which landed them in 
the arms of smiling policemen. The 
unidentified men were taken to Can- 
non Row police station where they 
were expected ta be charged with 
breaking a law which forbids clim- 
bing the coluran, a Scotland Yard 
spokesman said. en 

The climbers, who appeared to be 
accomplished mountaineers aa they 
expertly roped thelr way up the 
sheer sides of the world-famous 
landmark, began their agcent befora 
dawn. ᾿ 

By the time police discovered 
them, they were halfway up the 
column. A policeman on a ladder 
tried to persuade them to come down 
but they refused. 

Police were left puzzled about how 
to get the protest banner down 
without getting involved in another 
mini-mountaineering expedition. 
Said one officer: ‘'We will have to 
think about this — we haven't quite 
decided how to go about it.”

Ploughing is 2 winter job, after che rains. In the summer in Israel the ground 


is dry and hard, and difficult to cut through. Only the hill slopes are furrowed 


before the first rainfall, to ensure that when the skies open most of the water will 
be absorbed by the soil and not sweep wastefully down into the wadi. In winter, 
with its short days, the work is endless, for both the ploughing and the sowing 


“ must be completed between the first and the later rains. Early each day while 


it is still dark, the plough-oxen must be given their fodder. This takes time, for 
they chew slowly, and they must éat their fill to fortify themselves for che toil 
ahead. At dawn the ploughmen go ont to the fields carrying a wicker basket with 
food for the day ~a chunk of cheese, 2 handful of olives, and dried figs. Occasion~ 
ally the housewife will add a few radishes and onions, the vegetables of winter. 
‘The hot meal is eaten at night, after the day's labours. 

The wooden plough is drawn by a pair of oxen, sometimes cows. On the 
wealthier farms there may be two or three ploughmen, working in staggered line, 
one behind and slightly te the side of the other. The senior worker takes the lead, 
sets the pace, and determines the rest-breaks. 

The ploughman’s day ends when the sun begins to sink below the horizon. 
‘The animals are freed from their yoke, the ploughs left in the fields, and man

WHILE you néed considerable gar- 
den space to plant fruit trees, you 
can plant berries for fruit even in a 
very small plot. Strawberries will 
succeed in balcony boxes, hanging 
baskets or flower pots. Raspberries 
or blackberries, tied to a trellis will 
provide you with a strong living 
fence, which can be both useful and 
attractive. It can be used to keep 
damaging animals from the garden 
or act as a screen for greater 
privacy. And it will provide flowers 
and fruit. 


Edible berries are smaller and 


more sensitive fruits than those of | 


fruit trees, except the strawberry, 
which grows Uke flowers on low 
plants. In countries with prevailing 
rains throughout the year, they can 
be found growing wild in forests, in 
spots of partial shade or in open sun- 
ny ones, where the soll is rich with 
humus and acidic. 

In grandma's time many people in 
Europe and North America made a 
living. by picking wild strawberries, 
blueberries, raspberries and others 
and selling them in vegetable 
markets, as people in Israel still do 
with early winter mushrooms. 

This practice has nearly dis- 
appeared abroad. Adults have found 
other, better occupations than berry 
picking, and the school curriculum 
of our era leaves children no spare 
time for berry picking. Berries come 
to market now from farmers and 
professional gardeners who 
specialize in their cultivation. And 
scientific know-how has led to crops 


whose berries are two to three times 


the size of those of 30 years ago. 


The blueberry story. Blueberries 
(vaccinium ericaceae or uhmaniot 
in Hebrew) are native to northern 
Europe and North America. An in- 
creasingly important cultivated 
crop, they make their way Into the 
kitchen as fresh, canned or frozen 
fruit. The development of the large- 
frulted varieties of blueberries is one 
of the most spectacular advances of 
horticulture, like a fairy tale come 
true: 

Once upon a time there was a 
sweet old woman named Elizabeth 
White who lived in Whitesbog, New 
Jersey. She loved children, and she 
loved the blueberries that grew wild 
in the woods around her town. She 
called together the neighbourhood 
children and gave them baskets to 
take to the woods and fill with the 
berry bushes that had the most and 
the biggest blueberries. And she 
promised prizes to those with the 
best results. 

Some of the bushes thus prought 
into her garden were named and 
propagated by cuttings; others were 
used for hybridizations. Of the many 
thousands of plants so raised, a few 
dozen of the best were selected, nam- 
ed and put on the market. That is 


_how the big blueberries of today, 


three times the size of their wild- 
growing ancestors, came to be. 
From the low-growing wild 
blueberry, 4 tall-growing shrub, 
reaching one to two metres high, was 
developed. Besides a summer crop 
of delicious fruit. it offers white, bell- 
shaped flowers in spring and lovely 
reddish foliage in the autumn.

Motza ΠΠ1 to mind. Linder, a retired 
teacher of horticulture and a 
graduate of Hebrew University, is a 
successful beekeeper and 
pomologist — and an expert in berry 
oultivation. 

In his hilly terrace garden on the 
outskirts of Jerusalem he has grown 
wild strawberries. blackberries, 
raspberries, red and white 
gooseberries, currants, 
Doysenberries (a cross between 
blackberries and raspberries) and, 
finally, blueberries, raising them 
from seed in a nursery box. 

Mr. Linder meet with Mr. Araten 
last Wednesday and discussed the 
vossibility of the latter's 
generosity towards large-scale 
blueberry cultivation in Israel. As 
Herz! said in “Alt Neuland," “Wenn 
thr wollt — ist 68 kein Maerchen” (If 
you will it, it is no fable}. 

For his plan, Mr. Araten will have 
to obtain both an import licence and 
a health certificate stating that his 
plants are healthy and disease- 
resistant. Meanwhile we can con- 
sider the elementary growing con- 
ditions for this crop. 


Blueberries tor the home garden. 
Blueberries can be grown where the 
soil is naturally acidic or properly 
treated. Ideally the growing medium 
should have a pH of 4:6 — 5%. For 
less acidic soils, mix in decaying 
leaves or pine needles or acid peat 
tavailable at local seed shops). Ger- 
man seed catalogues offer 
aluminium sutphate (half a kilo for 
4.20DM, or approximately [1.41] as° 
am acidic fertilizer for blueberry cul- 
tivation, Cow manure or organic 
compost also serve the same pur- 


pose. 

Bushes should be planted in early 
spring (March) with a distance of 
134-2 metres between plants. Two to 
four plants are enough for a start. 
Plant at least two different varieties 
to provide for cross pollination, 
which produces remarkably better 
‘erops. Regular watering and 
weeding is essential. 

Shallow cultivation is best. Be 
careful not toe disturb this plant's 
shajlow roots! Mulch before winter 
with leaves or sawdust. Little prun- 
ing is required in the first three 
years, except for cutting weak 
branches. When the plants begin to 
bear fruit, one to two old canes, and 
any thin branches, should be cut 
every season. Harvesting lasts from 
six weeks to two months, depending 
on the variety of berry grown. 


Strawberry. All cultivated 
strawberries derive from the wild 


fdlwn in practically ‘triy 
well-drained soi] enriched with 
organic matter. 
Moisture is one of their prime re- 
quirements. I once forgot to water 
my strawberries during a summer 
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ary spell, and they all died. One day 
of negicct had destroyed them, even 
though they had grown well for 
weeks and produced their first 
flowers. 

Local nurseries offer strawberry 
plants in different seasons. In the 
coastal plain, plant now or in spring; 
in hilly regions plant in late 
February or March. Propagate by 
rooted runners cut from the mother 
Plants with a scissors or a sharp 
knife. The plants should be set out 
with the crown at soil level, (neither 
higher nor lower) and 40— 50 cm 
between plants and one metre 
between rows. Most strawberry 
growers in Israel use plastic 


* “tunneis" on their plants for protec- 


tion against wind and birds. Another 
possibility is leaf or straw mulch. 
which should be removed in spring. 

Fertilize 3—3 times a season and 
cultivate shallowly. Cut old leaves 
and remove dead plants. allowing 
néw runners to root and replace 
them. Put a mixture of sand, com- 
post and red soil (in equal parts) in 
between the rows once every year. 
Three to four sprays ἃ season with a 
thin solution of malathion will help 
against pests. Don't spray this 
poison when the fruits start to ripen 
and use only wood ashes against 
slugs. 

Loganberry (rubus ursinus viti- 
folitus) is a very close relative of - 
the boysenberry. Called petel 
murkar in Hebrew, it is perhaps the 
supreme brantble type of berry, as it 
is ideal for stewing, jam and jeliy-" 
making, bottling, canning, juice ex- 
traction and wine-making. A cross 
between the blackberry and 
raspberry, it first appeared in the 
garden of Judge G.H. Logan of Santa 
Cruz, California in 1881. It has been 
cultivated in Europe since 1897. The 
boysenberry and the loganberry 
yield heavy, late summer crops of 
very juicy, deep red berries, similar 
to raspberries. but bigger. Mr. J. 
Linder, who cultivated 
boysenberries from stem cuttings, 
was able, after three years of inten- 
sive cultivation, to harvest more 
than 70 kg. from a plot of less than 
100 metres square. 

Boysenberry is virus free and 
needs no spraying. It does require a 
lot of nitrogen, which can be supplied 
by cow manure or well-rotted com- 


‘post. It grows In any 501} in a sunny 


and well-watered place. Mr. Linder 


* uses the most up-to-date drip water- 


ing system, which is good for the 
plants and doesn't waste water. 
This crop is beat propagated by 
layering. The tips of young canes are 
bent down into well dug soil around 
the mother plants and weighted with 
ἃ heavy flat stone. The tips can also 
be bent Into small flower pots, filled 
with a compost soil, and sunk into 
the ground. The young plants are 
separated from the parent canes 
when well-rooted in spring. 
American growers, in 1933, produced 
an absolutely disease-proof and 
thorn-free variety of these berries. 


THERE ARE dozens of other kinds 
of berries. AJl are very similar in 
their growing requirements and 
method of propagation. Their names 
are unfamiliar, or unknown to many 
in this country: lowberry, 
phenomenalberry, newberry, 
youngberry, laxtonberry, etc. Better 
known are gooseberry (ribes 
‘groxsularia or hasarsar in Hebrew); 
raspberry (rubus idacobatus or peel 
in“Hebrew); currant (ribes sax- 
ifragacene or dumdemanit in 
Hebrew); cranberry (vaccinium 
ritis or caphtot in Hebrew); and the 
blackberry ¢rubus henryi or petel 
shuhor in Hebrew).

SEOUL. — The roulette wheels whir, 
the atickman snaps his staccato catls 
at the craps tables and the gamblers 
hold their breath. We are in North 
Asia's biggest casino and most of us 
have travelled far tc Seoul, South 
Korea, because this is where the ac- 
ton is. 

French businessmen, Italian 
bankers and Japanese executives 
jostle for space in the Crystal Room, 
where 400 Korean croupiers anc 
dealers — all of them women — οἵ- 
ficiate at 28 blackjack tadies, 10 
roulette wheela and the more exotic 
Aslan games of Tai-Sal ard Keno. 

Kwang-kyun Shinn, known more 
commonly as "Slim Shinn” because 
he is taller and of stighter build than 
most Koreans, is the brains behind 
this venture to put South Korea on 
the world's gambiing 5 

Shinn, whose famtis made Its for- 
ture In textiles. Korea's most 
successful export, turned his hand to 
gambling 11 years ago. Since then 
this 50-year-old pioneer has opened 
nine casings in Asia and Africa. He 
Plans his next ecstablishmen: in 
Miami, as soon as Fior!da authorizes 
organized gambling. 


SINCE THE Crvstal Room opened in 
July it has received an average Οὔ 1,- 
000 visitors a day. rising to 1.300 at 
weekends. This is when charter 
flights of Japanese descend on Seoul 
for two days and nights of gambling 
~— and sex. 

Travel agents handling the 
Japanese traffic offer a comprehen: 
sive package, which includes accom- 
modation at the luxurious Walker- 
Hilt Sheraton Hotel, admission to 
Shinn‘s Crystal Room in the hotel 
basement and the services of what 
are coyly described as “guides.” 

Demurely garbed in discreet dark 
blue dresses. these young Korean 
prostitutes sit patiently in the 
casino's bar. They weit — often all 
night — for customers, who probably 
reserved them from Osaka or Tokyo, 
to retura from their blackjack game. 

The girls have no choice but to 
hang areund. Seoul, which is only 40 
xm. from the border with hostile 
North Korea, is under curfew from 
midnight. So the “guides are con- 
fined to the hotel. 
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Downtown Seoul: cheap taxis and Geisha-style hostesses when dining out. 


Seoul owes ita success as δ 
fambier's paradise in large 
measure to Japan's ban on casinos. 
Hong Kong is a long way to travel 
from Tokyo, But South Korea Is only 
a short trip and Korean Airlines is 
doing its best to make sure more 
vistors drop in by offering the 
Tokyo-Seoul flight free for travellers 
‘rem Europe. North America and 
the Middle East. 


KOREA, which has startled the 
world by threate: Europe's tex- 
tile and shipbuilding industries with 
its own cheap but high-quality 
producta. has now set its sights on 
becoming a major attraction for 
tourists, 

Korea‘s developing role as an in- 
dustrial country is naturally bring- 
ing in business travellers. But the 
Koreans want to get holidaymakers 
as well, preferably from 5 

Jwah-ksun Kim, president of the 
Korea National Tourism Corpora- 
tlon told me: ‘Korea is a cheaper 
destination than Japan. Hotels and 


meals cost less. Europe is the 
world's biggest source of tourists. 
But out of slightly under one‘ million 
visitors who came to Korea in 1977. 
only 38,000 came from Europe. The 
vast majority were Japanese and 
South East Asians. 

“We have to change all this. Two 
hundred thousand Europeans go to 
Japan each year. We want them to 
drop in on us. After all, we are only 
next door. Foreigners have to get 
used to the idea that for one more 
hour's travel they can visit one more 
country — Korea. And in most cases 
the fare is the same.” 


Although their tourist industry has 
been expanding at a rate of 30 per 
cent per annum, the Koreans feel 
they could have done even better if 
they had embarked on an ambitlous 
hotel-bullding programme earlier. 
Now they are making up for lost 
tlme. This year Korea will get an ex- 
tra, 5,000 first-class hotel rooms, 
bringing its total to 17,000.

to offer. Their Buddhist temples are 
certainly as beautiful and im- 
pressive as any elsewhere fu Asia. 
Hotel service is efficient. So are 
Korean Afrlines' domestic and inter- 
national services. Being outside 
LATA, the carrier offers extremely 
competitive fares. 


SEOUL’'S taxis are much cheaper 
than in any European capital. But 
the drivers rarely understand 
English, let alone other languages. 
And, since few of them can read, an 
address written in Korean !s often 
unintelligible to them. 

Korean trains are fast and punc- 
tual. Travelling second class on an 
express train from Pusan, on the 
south coast, to Seoul, waz so comfor- 
table that until my misapprehension 
was corrected, I thought 1 was in a 
first-class compartment. The 
restaurant car offered an appetizing 
choice between chicken cooked with 
ginseng and an extremely tender 
and tasty steak, far superior to any 
train meal in Europe. ᾿ 

Many Korean restaurants provide 
Geisha-style hostesses. The Koreans 
claim they invented the Geisha cen- 
turies ago and exported the instita- 
tion to Japan. So don't be em- 
barrassed if a beautiful girl picks up 
a pair of chopsticks and, for the first

Tourism chief Jwah-kyun Kim 
says: "The Republic of Korea now 
has the fastest rate of growth in the 
Orient.

But while Korea opens its doors to 
outsiders, it closes them to its own 
citizens. Foreign currency is 
husbanded so jealously that only 
businessmen and civil servants on 
official missions are allowed to 
travel. It ls almost impossible to 
meet a Korean under 30 who has 
been abroad.

HISTORY has just repeated Itself in 
South Africa in a spiralling sort of 
way. Just-ss Johu Vorster used the, 
office of Minister of Justice and 
Police to create a ‘‘strong man” im- 


age for himself and, in 1966, seize the . 


premfership, so P.W. Botha 
methodically used the office of 
Minister of Defence over the past 12 
years to.bulld ‘up his own “strong 
man” image. ᾿ 

it 1s ἃ measure of the deterioration 
of the situation in South Africa that ἃ 
police “‘soliition” has been overtaken . 
now by ἃ military one. It is a 


measure, too, of the growing disuni- . 


ty in the ruling National Party that 
whereas Vorster's election was un- 


animous (when bis opponent - 
withdrew), Botha split the caucus : 


down the middle with a 98-74 win. - 

Curlously, although Botha has 
been in polltics all his {176 — he 
became a party organiser at 20 and 
is ἃ supreme roanipulator of the par- 
ty machine — and In Parliament for 
30 years, he is an unknown quantity 
as prime minister. He has been at 
the party and military hustings for 
80 long, that it ls difficult to get the 
depth of the man. ᾿ 

His travels outside South Africa 
have been Mmited, his experience of 
international diplomacy minimal, 
and hls pronouncements on the black 
African population orthodox 
(although he has always shown & 
close interest in the coloured or 
mixed-deacent population). Not only 
foreign governments, therefore, will 
be watching to see how he reacts to 
the ‘realities of the premiership; 
many South Africans themselves 
will be holding their breath. 

Pleter Willem Botha, 62, is known 
to everybody as ''P.W dt’s 
pronounced ‘‘pee-vee'’ * in 
Afrikaans), or more irreverently as 
“Piet Wapen” (Piet Weapon). 
Others call him “ruby Hips." 

He is a devoted famlly man and he 
has never been tainted by the suspi- 
cion of corruption. But he is an ill- 
tempered man — impulsive, even 
explosive, and prone to 
emotionalism. He is not the slow, 


assassinated in the House of 
Assembly debating chamber in 1986, ° 
I watched a rather wild-eyed Botha 
storming about in the aisle, jabbing 
an accusatory finger at the 
Progressive MP, Mrs. Helen Suz- 
man, and accusing her “and her 
kind” of being responsible for the 
deed. 

Tt was heady stuff — it always is 
when Botha is on bis feet. He uses ex- 
treme language, the way other people 
use a club, as an instrument of 

on. Often his utterances are 
doom-laden in a Biblical idiom — he 
talks about ‘‘powers of darkness‘ 
and “forces of the devil.” His old 
habits as a party Ὁ when he 
frequented opposition meetings with 
the purpose of disrupting them, die 


But it would be wrong to dismiss 
him simply as a hard-liner, or what 
South Africans call a véerkrampte. 
He 19 more complex than that. His 
problem is that grew up in the 


“liberal” Cape Nationalist Party 


and became its leader 12 years ago, 
and he has been tagged with this un- 
fortunate label ever since. 

The other problem is that there 
has been traditional hostility 
between Cape and Transvaal 
Nationalists, and the Transvaal 
Nationalists vastly outnumber’ the 
Cape men.

Βὸ — and this js the dismal news 
from Cape Town — South Africa will 
enter.a period of relative Inaction In 
its, internal affairs and foreign 
relations just when internal and in- 
ternational pressures are stridently 
demanding constructive ideas and 
creative action. 

It will be of course that ft 
doés. not matter who is prime 
minister of South Africa.. The 
revolutionary exile groups, for ex- 
ample, consider it a luxury they can- 
not afford to study the Kremlinology 
of white politics. But for the rest of 
us, examination of the subtleties of 
the conflicts in the white ruling class 
has an organic life of its own.

Afrikanerdom has always been 
hierarchically structured, but the 
hierarchy has also always been in- 
termittently challenged. This eould 
happen again now, and the hierarchy 
might need allies. 

Significantly, the army — vocal 
generals, brigadiers and colonels — 
is playing an ‘increasingly overt 
political role in the life of the coun- 
try, and even BOSS (Bureau of State 
Seeurlty) and the security police 
(separate and politically different 
organizations) are edging closer to 
where the political action is. This 
development is still very much em- 
bryonic, and it might never mature, 
but the restiveness is there. 


AS FAR as the West is concerned, 
the change of premiership could not 
have come at a worse time. Just 
when Namibia and Rhodesia needed 
that extra shove to get them to sign 
peace settlements, South Africa has 
withdrawn into itself, and the 
momentum has been lost.

THE DECISION to summon Foreign Minister Dayan and 
Defence Minister Weizman back from Washington for con- 
sultations on the Blair House talks with Egypt has injected a 
seeming note of crisis Into the negotiations. 

Perhaps had the negotiators not exuded so much optimism at 
the beginning of the talks, the hitches that have emerged now 
could be seen in a more measured way. For it might have been 
expected, despite the agreements reached at Camp David, that 
negotiations for the details of a peace treaty would lead to 


differences, snags and delays. 


Such a normal course has been complicated however, by the 
uses of the media, which was absent at Camp David. Egypt,’ 
Israel and the U.S. have all turned to the mechanisms of publici- 
ty to forward their positions in the Blair House talks and the 
echoes of this publicity have bounced back to affect the talks 


themselves. 


Thus for example the Egyptian demand, now apparently 
dropped, to provide for a review of the peace treaty after five 
years, was magnified beyond proportion by the publicity it 
received. Meanwhile however, it caused anxiety here in Israel 
and helped raise suspicions here about what was happening in 


Washington. 


The same mechanism was at play when it was reported that 
President Carter was not particularly forthcoming last week, 
when Mr. Dayan and Mr. Weizman discussed with him the 
economic support Israel would require to carry out the 
withdrawal in Sinai and relocate the military infrastructure. 
This apparent U.S. reluctance, about matters which the Israeli 
public believed were settled in principle at Camp David, caused 


more suspicion. 


The result has been a shift in the public mood, which no doubt 
affected the Cabinet, and encouraged those inside the Cabinet 
and without who have not been happy with the Camp David 


agreements from the begin 


ning. 


Presumably the consultations with Dayan and Weizman will 
be able to clear the air at the Cabinet level. But it will also be 
necessary for the Prime Minister to deal publicly with the 
suspicions and anxieties that have risen in the public at large. 
He must make certain that the wide measure of support he won 
for the Camp David agreement, not be dissipated by the process 
of negotiation for the detailed treaty with Egypt. 

Unfortunately the U.S, must also shoulder much of the blamé 
for the anxieties that have surfaced in the past week. The visit of 
Assistant Secretary of State Harold Saunders to the area, and 
his attempt to assure King Hussein, the Saudis and West Bank 
personalities that, in effect the U.S. sides with them on what ul- 
timately will or should happen in the West Bank, Gaza, and in 
part even Jerusalem, has not helped to build confidence about 


the Washington talks. 


Where in Washington Israel was seeking to minimize the links 


between the peace treaty with Egypt and the issues of the West ἡ 


Bank and Gaza, Mr. Saunders’ visit and his assurances to the 
Arab parties, seemed to maximize the linkage. 

In addition, his assurances could be seen as undercutting 
Israel's negotiating position — for they would inevitably be con- 
strued as the official U.S. interpretation of the Camp David 
agreements as pertaining to the West Bank and Gaza. 


Somewhere the careful p! 


that went into the Camp 


David talks was plainly missing for the Blair House 
negotiations. The result hag been consternation and conflict. It 
is to be hoped that in the week ahead, the peace process wili cor- 


rect itself again.

The 
Jews were depicted as too cowardly 
to commit the murders themselves, 
and Russian dupes were hired to 
carry them out. 

The series, entitled ‘Delo Vedutz- 
matski" ("It Ig in Expert Hands"), 
was aired in prime time and was ob- 
viously designed to attract max- 
imum audiences, ‘reports the 
Conference. ‘These shows are in the 
worst anti-Semitic tradition," is the 
judgement of the monitoring 
organization. P.G.

Israel’s security presence will shrink with the es- 
tablishment of autonomy on the West Bank and 
Gaza, but its security problem seems certain to 
grow, writes DAVID LANDAU. | 


The establishment of autonomy on 
the West Bank and in Gaza will 
almost inevitably aggravate the 
threat of terrorism against Israel. 
And yet autonomy will necessarily 
mean a serious, perhaps drastic 
diminution in Israel's capability to 
combat that terrorism. 

Our security problem will grow; 
‘but our security presence, preven- 
tive and punitive, will shrink. 

This is one of the most fateful and 
fundamental problems. occupying 
Jerusalem policy-makers now wark- 
ing on the practical implicatiens of 
the autonomy plan. 

It is not merely a matter of the 
withdrawal of Israeli forces from the 
West Bank cities to “specified 
locations."" The end of the military 
government will divest Israel of the 
intimate familiarity and involve- 
ment with everyday life in the areas 
which has been the foundation of its 
intelligence-gathering — itself the 
foundation of security. 

More often than not — and certain- 
ly much more often than ts made 
public — the military government 
acquires information which enables 
it ta prevent undesirable or 
dangerous events from taking place, 
or even being plotted. 

The remarkably high success rate 
in tracking down those 
who do slip through the pfotective 
and preventive net is also accoun- 
table to efficient intelligence work. 

This work is founded not on 
dungeons and thumb-screws — pace 
“The Sunday Times" (anyway such 
methods are notoriously inefficient) 
— but on the discreet but insistent — 
insidious even — exercise of the 
powers of government to acquire in- 
formation. A time-honoured method 
in thia part of the world. 

Once the government is gone, such 
powers will lapse, and the vital task 
of procuring jutelligence informa- 
tion will become that much more dif- 
ficult. 

But it will still be Israeli citizena 
and Israeli targets, inside Israel 
proper, that will be in danger if the 
information 15 not procured. 


MOREOVER, the incidence of 
terrorism and the motivation of its 
perpetrators, it can reasonably be 
predicted, will increase. There has 
been a marked upswing ever since 
President Sadat launched his peace 
initiative. If the autonomy is now set 
up in defiance of the PLO, the 
organization can be expected to 
redouble its efforts to foil the peace 
process. or alternatively to.try, by 
terror, to fashion the autonomy into. 
ἃ PLO-ruled entity. 

The ongoing fight against 
terrorism is an obvious and direct in- 
terest which Israel will have to 
protect in the negotiations over es- 
tablishing the autonomy. It is in- 
conceivable, for instance, that the 
IDF would be denied the right of 
“hot pursuit’ across the ‘' 
Une," after a terrorist attack inzide 
Israel proper — regardless of the 
provisions of the Camp David 
“Framework” that Israeli forces 
shall be limited to ‘‘specified 
locations."' 

But the ‘‘Framework"™ makes 
provision too, albeit obliquely, for an 
Israeli security role inside the West 
Bank and Gaza. Thus, the ‘“‘strong 
local police force"' that is to be 
created shall ‘assist’ in providing 
security — and this plainly implies 
the question “to assist whom?” To 
which the answer seems to be “to 
assist Israel."' Similarly, the 
“Framework” calls for ‘‘continuing 
fiatson" between the local police, the 
Jordanians and the Israelis ‘on in- 
ternal security matters."" 


THIS RESIDUAL Israeli security 
role within the autonomy is a crucial 
consideration in the minds of policy- 
makers here, and is certain to be a

And yet, on the other hand, Israel 
is crucially interested in the success 
of the autonomy, and wants actively 
to help ensure it. After all, failure of 
the autonomy would not result in the 
reinstatement of Israeli military 
tule, but in pressure for full Palesti- 
nian independence at once. 


The mam problema are easy | 


enough to foresee: 

« Political subversion organized by 
the radical leadership opposed to the 
autonomy plan. Even if King Hus- 
sein does eventually enter the peace 


process, taking such Palestinian © 
leaders as Hebron‘s Fahd Kawasme, 


Gaze’s Rashad a-Shawa, and even 
Bassam Shaka of Nablus along with 
him, many of the other mayors and 
notables are likely to remain hostile. 
‘They would probably express their 
stand in printed pamphlets.and cir- 
culated speeches, and some would 
probably seek to organize strikes 
demonstrations. Η 
The draconian ban -on overt 
political activity imposed by the 
military government under the oc- 
cupation would presumably be lifted 
at once by the autonomous council, 
and pent-up energies will be let 
loose.

in a war. Syria could exploit the 
Lebanon situation to heighten ten- 
sion. Iraq could move troops 
threateningly. Such moves would 
pose ἃ direct military challenge to 
the IDF; but they would also trigger’ 
unrest inside the West Bank. 


THE SHAPE of the projected 
autonomy is presently still too vague 
and uncertain. to predict its chances 
of success. But to a-large ide;

fluence of vested interests shared by 
the leaders of the autonomy, and by 
israel and Jordan ( that 
Jordan eventually fulfills its or- 
dained role).
